FORTY-THIRD ANNUAL 
REPORT OF THY VISITING COMMITTEE 


(Pursuant to Sect. 190 Lunacy Act, 1890). 


To the County Council of East Sussex. 


THE VISITING COMMITTEE beg to place before the 
Council their Report for the past year. 


Two of the Commissioners in Lunacy on the 
13th May last made their annual visit of inspection, 
and left a satisfactory report. The Lord Chancellor’s 
Visitor on the 5th June also paid an official visit. 


The District Auditor on the 30th April completed his 
audit of the Asylum accounts for the year ended 
31st March, igor. 


Superannuation allowances have been granted to 
Edward Cook (florist) and George Upton (stoker), both 
of whom had become incapacitated, and the grants were 
duly confirmed by the County Council. 


In the month of December last a Sub-Committee was 
appointed to consider the discontinuance of the use of 
beer in the Asylum, and as a result of their deliberations 
it was, on the 23rd February last, unanimously resolved 
to discontinue beer as an item of diet, and to substitute 
non-alcoholic drinks and an extra allowance of food. 
The change took effect as from 1st April, with happy 
results, and with little or no objection on the part of 
Patients and Staff. The Committee have no doubt that 
the alteration is for the benefit of all concerned. 
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The Officers, Attendants and Servants in the Asylum 
at the time of the alteration now receive in money an 
amount equal to the estimated annual value of beer 
formerly issued to them. All Officers, Attendants and 
Servants appointed after the 1st April are engaged at 
inclusive salaries or wages without beer or allowance 
in lieu thereof. 

During the year the Attendants’ and Nurses’ leave 
has been increased, diet scale improved, and, as an 
encouragement to all holders of the Certificate of the 
Medico Psychological Society, an annual grant of £2 
has been made. These concessions the Committee feel 
sure will be beneficial to the Institution. 


The grant of increased leave has made it necessary to 
increase the Staff by one Attendant and one Night 
Nurse. An addition to the Staff of Artisans has also 
been made by the engagement of a Fitter to assist in 
the Engineer's Department. 

In consequence of the pressure existing on the male 
side at the date of the last annual report it was found 
necessary to enter into a contract with the Nottingham 
City Asylum for the reception of 30 male patients into 
that Asylum at 14s. a week each. 


The contract with the Exeter City Asylum has also 
been renewed for one year. 


Reception contracts are now in force with Exeter City, 
West Sussex, Burntwood (Stafford), and Nottingham 
City Asylums. 

The Workmen’s Compensation Act, 1900, having 
extended the Act of 1897 to workmen engaged in 
agriculture, the Committee have effected a policy with 
the Accident Insurance Company to cover the liability.

The farm has during the year been put to somewhat 
heavy expense, as it was deemed advisable to have the 
Tuberculin test applied to the cows and bull, and those 
that.failed to satisfactorily pass the test were slaughtered 
and had to be replaced. No cow is now purchased 
without having passed the Tuberculin test. 


During the year the repair of the Asylum buildings 
has been maintained, and further works of repair are 
now under consideration. 


Committees of Boards of Guardians have- visited the 
patients in the Asylum chargeable to their Unions, and 
gratifying reports have been left by them. 


The general conduct of the Attendants, Nurses and 
Servants has been satisfactory. 


It is with regret that the Committee have to record 
the sudden death of Mr. S. A. Mortlock, the Clerk of 
the Asylum, on the 25th May last. Mr. Mortlock had 
rendered long and faithful service, having been in the 
service of the Institution from the day it was opened in 
1859. He had been a most efficient and trustworthy 
officer, and had enjoyed the confidence of each succeeding 
Committee. 


The Committee have appointed Mr. George Purvey 
as Clerk of the Asylum in. the place of the late 
Mr. Mortlock. Mr. Purvey has been in the service of 
the Asylum for over 25 years, and is discharging the 
duties of his office to the satisfaction of the Committee. 


The Committee desire to record their appreciation of 
the able manner in which Dr. Walker has discharged 
his onerous duties as Medical Superintendent, and their 
thanks are due to his Medical Colleagues and to the 
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Officers generally for the way they have executed the 
duties of their respective offices. 


With the exception of several cases of measles in the 
Asylum, and a case of diphtheria in a cottage occupied 
by one of the artisans, the general health has been good, 
and no serious accident has occurred. 


Inquests have been held on one male and two females, 
and in each instance the jury returned a verdict which 
exonerated the Asylum officials from any blame.

The discharges were 144; of whom 76 were males, 
68 females. After a correction has been made for 33 
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patients transferred to other Asylums, there remain 
111 to be accounted for, and these were equal to 47 
per cent. of the Admissions. 


Of the 76 males who were discharged, 36 had 
recovered, this being. a percentage of 33.6 on the 
admissions, excluding transfers, two were discharged 
relieved from ‘on trial,” eight were discharged to the 
care of friends, 29 were transferred to other Asylums, 
either under contract or on removal orders, and one 
was discharged, according to Statute, at the expiration 
of 14 days from the time at which the patient had 
effected his escape. 


Of the 68 females who were discharged, 46 had 
recovered, this being a percentage of 41.8 on the 
admissions, excluding transfers, one was discharged 
relieved from ‘‘on trial,” 15 were discharged to the 
care of their friends, one was discharged relieved to 
the workhouse, four were transferred to other Asylums, 
either under contract or on removal orders, and 
one was discharged, the reception order having 
expired. 


Eighty-nine deaths occurred, viz.: 45 males and 44 
females. Of the total deaths three were due to phthisis, | 
16 to bronchitis or pneumonia, six to heart disease, 13 
to progressive paralysis, 10 to old age, and the remaining 
4i to various forms of brain disease and other con- 
stitutional disorders.

The mean age at death for both sexes was 53.8 years. 
Males 53.5; females 54.0. 


The total number of patients under treatment during 
the year was 1,202, and the death rate on this number 
is 7.4 per cent. Based on the average daily number 
resident the death rate is 9.3 per cent.—i10.g among 
males and 8.0 among females. 


Every death was, according to Statute, reported to 
the Coroner, and on three of them an inquest was held. 


In one case the death was due to accident, the 
patient having fallen and broken his leg. The second 
was due to misadventure, the patient having been given 
by her friends, who were visiting her, a large quantity 
of cherries, which she swallowed without mastication, 
causing acute dilatation of the stomach. The verdict in 
the third case was that death was due to natural causes, 
viz., syncope, from fatty degeneration of the heart. 
The accidents have been few in number, and, with the 
one exception previously mentioned, none have led to 
a fatal termination. All have been reported to you as 
they occurred. 
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There has.-been one birth, the patient being confined 
four months after admission. The mother has since 
been discharged, having recovered mentally. 


There have been four escapes; three were soon 
brought back to the Asylum, but one stayed out. 
beyond 14 days, when, according to law, his name 
was taken off the books. : 


Beyond a new chimney shaft for the boiler at the 
farm, no additions or improvements have been under- 
taken, repairs only being executed. 


Committees of Guardians from the Unions have paid 
visits to the patients chargeable to them respectively, 
and have left satisfactory reports. 


Early in the year the accommodation for male 
patients was again found to be inadequate. To make 
provision for them a contract was entered into with the 
Nottingham City Asylum for the reception of 30 males. 
On the 1gth March 20 men were safely removed there, 
leaving 10 vacancies to be filled when the necessity 
arises. | 


In April, beer, as a part of the ordinary diet, was 
discontinued ; it caused but slight expressed discontent 
on the part of a few patients, and the addition to the 
dietary of more cheese, cake and jam has been much 
appreciated. 


During the months of April, May, June and August, 
one female and 14 male patients were attacked with 
measles, the disease being introduced from the neigh- 
bourhood, where it was very prevalent. 
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The Commissioners in Lunacy inspected the Asylum 
on the 13th May. 


The death of “Mr., Mortlock, the Clerk, in. May, 
deprived the Institution of one who had devoted his 
time to its services since the opening of the building, 
and the loss of the advice, which from his many years 
experience he was able to give, was much felt by your 
Medical Superintendent, and his sudden death was a 
cause of sorrow to all the Staff. The appointment of 
his successor has not yet been made, and the duties of 
the office have been ably performed by the Assistant 
Clerk, Mr. Purvey. 


Your Superintendent wishes to express his apprecia- 
tion of the able assistance he at all times receives from 
his medical colleagues, and his thanks for the cordial 
support rendered him by all the Officers. 


To you, Gentlemen, he desires to express his thanks 
for the consideration, kindness and support he invariably 
receives in the performance of his duties.

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THE. €HAPLAIN’S 
FORTY-THIRD ANNUAL KEPORT: 


Tur CHaptain has the honour to lay before the 
Committee his Annual Report :— . 


The usual services have been held on Sundays and 
Festivals, and it is especially gratifying to observe the 
increased attendance on Ash Wednesday and Ascension 
Day, so that the Chapel is now quite full on those days. 


There is always in the Male Infirmary a number of 
invalids who cannot attend Church, and for these, as 
well as for the sick, a special service has been held 
immediately after the Morning Service. The service 
consists of the gospel for the day and prayers, and has 
proved most successful. 


There are now seven separate services on Sunday, 
and on the first Sunday of the month eight. In this 
way all classes of patients are provided for, and there 
are very few persons in the Asylum who have not the 
chance of joining in a service, even though it may be 
only a short one. 


The visitation of the sick is by far the most difficult 
and painful portion of the spiritual work, owing to the 
extreme difficulty, if not impossibility, of removing 
delusions or doubts. There are cases, however, in 
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which the ministrations of the Chaplain are of service, 
and arrangements have been made for the visiting of 
any cases, which are, in the opinion of the head 
attendants, suitable, after the daily morning prayers, and 
many visits have been paid in this way. 


The regular weekly visits have been paid to the 
Wards, Infirmaries, and Workshops, and also to the 
Sanatorium and Temporary Buildings. The Super- 
intendent was kind enough to arrange for an earlier visit 
to the Female side during the summer months, but the 
usual hour has since been resumed. 


The selection of books for the Library is not an easy 
one, as so large a number is required, but the allotted 
money has been spent; and the books purchased, after 
remaining for a time in the Chaplain’s office, for the use 
of the staff, have been distributed to the Wards. 


The number of deaths in the Asylum during the year 
has been 89, and there have been 48 funerals in the 
Asylum Cemetery, a number slightly below the average. 


During the Chaplain’s holiday, the “locum tenency ”’ 
was taken by the Rev. T. D. Hodgson, of Carlisle.

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REPORT OF COMMISSIONERS IN LUNACY. 


East Sussex ASYLUM. 


Haywarps HEaTH, 
May 13th, 1901. 


We have now inspected this Asylum, and may say 
that, on the whole, it is in good order. But some wards 
evidently require some attention and re-decoration to 
keep them up to the usual and proper standard ; and we 
noticed, too, that the kitchen needs cleaning and colour 
washing. We are glad to observe that some more floors 
have been stained and varnished. This work, and the 
plastering of the interior rough walls are improvements 
which we should wish to see more fully undertaken. 
A re-organisation of the Laundry and Workshops, and 
the introduction of additional and more up-to-date 
machinery in the former are much needed, and we trust 
these and other improvements, if not sooner affected, 
will be carried out when the Asylum comes under 
undivided ownership. 


The structural works done since the last visit. have 
been few. The scullery at the Sanatorium has been > 
enlarged; a new gas main has been laid on the female 
side of the Asylum, and one to the Sanatorium and 
Temporary Buildings; and a new chimney has been 
built at the farm. We to-day noticed a rather serious 
crack in the walls on the male side, which seems to 
point to a settlement of the front wall ofthe Asylum. It 
requires immediate attention. 
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We have seen the patients in the Wards, and the 
women at dinner in their Dining Hall. They have been 
very quiet and orderly, only complaining of their 
detention. The dress of each sex is fairly satisfactory; 
but a little more variety in the women’s gowns is 
desirable; and many of the men were rather untidy. 
The men’s dinner, as also that of the women in the 
Sanatorium and Temporary Buildings, was pea soup 
and bread and cheese; for the rest of the women, meat 
with boiled peas and cabbage. The use of beer has 
been discontinued, both for Patients and Attendants. 
The former have had, in lieu of it, some addition made 
to the dietary; and the Attendants receive beer money. 
The Patients appear to have accepted the change 
without murmur, and to-day only one referred to the 
subject. 

There are now on the books 934 patients, 394 being 
males and 540 females. One of each sex is out on trial ; 
two are Criminals. There are 24 Out-County patients, 
21 chargeable to Hastings and three to London Unions. 
On the other hand there are boarded out from here 50 
patients in the Exeter Asylum, 12 in the West Sussex 
Asylum, 207m the Notts. city Asylum,’ and 30 at 
Burntwood, making a total] of 112 so boarded out; and 
there are four boys and two girls boarded with 
Attendants’ wives in the neighbourhood. Two men 
are at present isolated in the Cottage, having measles. 
The patients actually in residence are 934, and as the 
accommodation of the Asylum, calculated on the 
minima of spaces recognised by our Board, is esti- 
mated at 426 places for men and 590 for women there 
would appear to be vacancies for 32 males and 50 
females. 
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Since the visit paid by our colleagues on February 
23rd, 1900, 305. patients have been admitted, 211 


discharged or removed, 107 having recovered, and 111 
have died. 


The percentage of recoveries on the number — of 
admissions, less transfers, was 35.82; and that of deaths 
on the average number of patients resident, 9.38. 


The post-mortem examinations made in regard of the 
111 deaths mentioned above were 47, or 42 per cent. 
Bed sores were observed on five bodies. General 
Paralysis was the cause of 13 per cent. of the deaths. 
Phthisis of somewhat less than two per cent. Four 
patients died of colitis, of which disease there were ten 
cases. Three inquests were held, the causes of death in 
all the cases being found to be natural. There were 
nine cases of scarlatina, but none since June last, 21. 
cases of influenza, and seven cases of measles, the first 
case occurring about three weeks ago. Under medical 
treatment there are at present 25 males and 18 females, 
and 12 men and 15 women are to-day confined to bed. 


No patient has been mechanically restrained or 
secluded since the last visit. , 


Casualties causing fracture of bones are recorded as 
having occurred to nine men and two women. 


The General Paralyticsnow here represent a proportion 
of 3.3 per cent. of the total patients; the epileptics 12.6 
per cént.; and the actively suicidal 1.3 per cent. “Our

colleagues’ suggestion of the formation of two classes 
of suicidal, or supposed suicidal, patients has been 
adopted. Constant supervision at night is afforded to 
other patients as well as to the epileptics and suicidal, 
eight men and eleven women being engaged in that 
duty, and we are glad to learn that attention to patients 
of faulty habits appears to be given, as only seven beds 
are reported to have been wetted last night. 


The patients usefully employed are 58 per cent. of the 
men and 68 per cent. of the women; 55 per cent. of both 
sexes usually attend Chapel on Sunday. There are only 
five Roman Catholic patients, and they are occasionally 
visited by a Priest. 


Entertainments, indoor in winter and outdoor in 
summer, are provided, and are attended by from 31 to 
87 per cent. of the patients; 32 per cent. of the latter 
walk weekly beyond the Asylum estate, and 45 percent. 
daily in the grounds beyond the Airing Courts, to which 
about Io per cent. are confined for exercise, but few on 
account of violence or bad habits. 


We learn that there are for day duty 40 male and 
45 female Attendants, or one to 10 male, and one to 
12 female patients. Of the entire staff of Attendants 
only 15 per cent. of the men, but 36 per cent. of the 
women, cannot yet count a year’s service, while 54 per 
cent. of the former and only 16 per cent. of the latter 
have been in the Asylum service five years and upwards. 
A Male Attendant has since the last visit been discharged 


for misconduct. 
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Dr. Saunders’ ill-health, referred to in the last Report, 
unfortunately led to his resignation of the office of 
Medical Superintendent. He has been succeeded by 
Dr. Walker, with whom there are three Assistant 
Medical Officers, one acting as Pathologist. 


The Case Books are well kept, but it would be an 
advantage if the older cases were brought forward into 
newer books. 


We should not omit to mention that the hose and 
other fire appliances seem to require more attention. 
The hose, especially in the female division, are quite 
hard. Weare informed that there is a Fire Brigade 
which practises monthly ; but itis the internal appliances 
which need more frequent examination and testing.
